For many, many decades, the Brattle Book Shop 
has been a fixture in Boston for lovers of old, used, and 
rare books. Its history is the history of a family whose 
love of the printed word transcended nearly all other 
desires. Today, Ken Gloss, a second-generation bookseller 
and highly respected authority on rare books and 
manuscripts, is keeping the love affair with books alive 
and well. Gloss is a frequent 
contributor on Antiques Road 
Show, where his appraisals are 
eagerly sought. 

Gloss recently gave an 
entertaining and informative 
presentation via Zoom as one in 
a series of lectures hosted by the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library 
and sponsored by the Friends 
of the Mattapoisett Library 
Purrington Lecture Series. 

Gloss began his talk by 
sharing the early years of his 
father George’s quest to put 
books in the hands of as many people as possible starting 
in the 1940s. Beginning at 32 Brattle Street in the Cornhill 
section of Boston, which was eventually absorbed into Birthdays 
Government Center and forced the senior Gloss to seek Classified Advertisements 
another location, George Gloss found another location Crossword & Horoscope 
several blocks away on West Street.

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He told the story of being invited to assess a 
collection of art reference books for a family in Newport, 
Rhode Island. He said that the family had over 5,000 
books and was part of the Brown clan, founders of Brown 
University. “We bought 80-percent of their collection,” 
he said. On another occasion in Newport, Ken Gloss was 
invited to one of the Bellevue Avenue mansions that was 
still inhabited as a family home. He said it was amazing to 
have unrestricted movement around the mansion that had 
maintained its original glory. 

This family had contacted Ken Gloss to place a 
value on family papers dating back to the War of 1812 and 
written by Commodore Oliver Perry. “It was the day-to- 
day accounting of the ship,” he said, explaining with a 
laugh that Perry was considered a privateer by Americans 
but a pirate by the British. “In the papers, it was noted 
that a captain was to receive a five-dollar bonus for the 
loss of a leg in battle,” he said. 

Not all mansions are homes or all homes 
mansions, but surprises can be found in both. 

Ken Gloss was called to an unassuming, ranch- 
style home where a little old lady lived alone. Walking 
up to the home he didn’t expect the trip to result in much 
more than a short friendly visit, but upon entering the 
premises he was astounded to find himself surrounded 
by watercolors done by Turner. He estimated them to at 
least $1 million. The lady had been married to a Ukrainian 
prince. “The books were lousy, but the stories she told 
were priceless,” Gloss recalled. 

There was the time an Irish woman of a certain 
age called the shop saying, “I slept with Kennedy.” The 
lady said she had letters from the President that she 
wanted appraised for value. The end of the story is that 
she was Kennedy’s governess when he was a small child, 
and she had indeed slept with the then infant Kennedy. 

Continuing in this vein, Gloss shared anecdotes 
that seemed to pour out of his brain as his eyes twinkled 
on the computer screen. There was the first edition of 
“The Great Gatsby” with a value of $100,000 because 
author F. Scott Fitzgerald inscribed the book to the owner, 
T.S. Eliot. Gloss said that Eliot had written on the pages 
edits he would have made to the manuscript.

really pleased with the effect.... That’s what we were 
hoping. We were on edge all weekend,” said Lee 
Williamson, vice president of fundraising for the Sippican 
Woman’s Club. “Our goals were two-fold — find a way to 
raise money to continue our 50-year tradition, and start a 
new tradition in Marion to focus on our community spirit 
and emphasize the beauty of our town.” 

The SWC’s traditional Holiday House Tour 
typically results an annual donation of approximately 
$10,000 toward scholarships. 

“The money is still coming in, so we think that 
we've met that goal or are close to it,” said Williamson. 
“We're really grateful to our sponsors; several local 
businesses contributed. We also had generous anonymous 
donors, one (donation) from a donor whose daughter had 
received the Sippican Woman’s Club scholarship in the

recalled, a group of local landowners donated acreage 

to the town for the purpose of creating the park. He said 
local contractors used their equipment and skills to carve 
out such features as the riding ring with its glorious stone 
wall, a ring that has been terraced into the landscape 
giving spectators an elevated view of the events taking 
place therein. The park also features balls fields, walking 
and riding trails, tennis and basketball courts, and a 
playground. 

“The Buzzards Bay Coalition, along with the 
Sippican Lands Trust, collaborated to add 109 acres of 
protected land to Washburn Park,” the BBC states on its 
website. But it is the Washburn Park Trust and its board of 
directors in partnership with various town departments 
and administrations over the years that controls the use 
and maintenance of the original parklands. 

Washburn Park is a critical historic, recreational, 
and social point of interest in Marion. Yet it cannot sustain 
itself. It needs the support of the town. Before the event, 
Department of Public Works crews cleared trees and 
brush, giving the park a bit of a shine. They were schedule 
to return afterwards to do the cleanup, as well. DeMoura 
heaped praise on MHS board member and recent DPW 
addition Jody Dickerson and Marion’s staff for making 
that happen. 

As the show wrapped up, the rain that had been 
promised poured down, but DeMoura said, “We were 
done by then....

Food Truck Approved at Barber Shop 
Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board is unanimous in two 
beliefs — one belief that the board says does matter, and 
one that its members admit does not. 

The belief that mattered in a July 6 decision 
to grant applicant Shawn Lynch, 428 Wareham Road, 
a special permit to operate a food truck in a general 
business zone was that any interest in regulating

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That noted, the Planning Board also made it 
clear in discussing Lynch’s application that the members 
do not consider his food truck competition to the pizza 
establishment next door. 

Santoro’s Pizza & More owner Menelaos 
Sivvianakis had hoped the board would see it differently 
as he discussed what he believes are escalating challenges 
for his business. 

“I don’t like the idea [of Lynch serving] lunch 
exactly when I have my rush,” said Sivvianakis, noting 
that he has a mortgage on his building and has children in 
college. “I believe this is going to hurt me; I believe this is 
going to be the end of it.” 

While board members disagreed with 
Sivvianakis’ pessimistic outlook, they also made it clear 
that governing competition is not in the Planning Board’s 
purview. 

During the continued public hearing held on 
Tuesday night, Planning Board Chair Will Saltonstall 
summarized the board’s task in evaluating the project 
based on six criteria: needs, traffic flow/safety, utilities, 
neighborhood, impact on the environment, and impact on 
town services. 

Board member Eileen Marum asked about the 
Board of Health’s stance, to which Lynch reported the 
board’s approval. Marum also asked about the oven 
on the truck and suggested Fire Chief Brian Jackvony 
participate in the vetting process. While Lynch said,

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“Brian can check it out. I really think it falls under the 
Board of Health,” Saltonstall noted that Jackvony was 
copied on the case’s correspondence. 

Board member Jonathan Henry pointed out 
that fire extinguishing will fall under the fire chief’s 
jurisdiction. Member Chris Collings asked about electrical 
service, which exists at the parking lot, according to 
Lynch. Member Alanna Nelson called the project “great” 
and encouraged Lynch to avoid the use of straws and 
plastic bags so the business “will have less impact on our 
natural environment.” 

Describing the new business as a part-time small 
food truck, Lynch said he is merely trying to make use of 
the space outside the barber shop and that the food truck 
will operate on a first-come, first-served basis. “Once it’s 
empty, the truck’s gone. I’m definitely not here to step on 
anyone’s toes,” he said, describing himself as a Santoro’s 
regular. “I go there for lunch all the time, too.” 

The competition subject continued to find its 
way into the conversation, but Henry stated that Lynch’s 
limited business hours should turn out to be self- 
regulating. He also noted occurrences where competing 
coffee shops occupy adjacent lots. Planning Board 
member Norm Hills pointed to the difference in volume, 
and Collings said they serve two different products. 

“T would like to see a more diverse menu ... 
but I don’t think we’re here to control that,” said board 
member Joe Rocha. 

“IT would encourage (Lynch) not to compete with 
Santoro’s.... I just want both businesses to do well,” said 
Marum. “I’m certainly pleased that the business will be 
small and local.” 

Asked for its input to the case, Saltonstall 
informed the board that Marion’s Conservation 
Commission determined that the case is not within its 
jurisdiction. 

The Planning Board unanimously voted to 
approve. 

In a continued public hearing, the Planning Board 
voted to accept My Generation Solar’s withdrawal of its 
application for a special permit subject to minor site plan 
review for construction of a ground-mounted solar array 
system in a residential district at 8 Quails Crossing. 

The case had been vehemently opposed by 
neighboring residents who attended the last two Planning 
Board meetings when the case was heard. 

In another continued public hearing, Sherman 
Briggs and Hamblin Homes, Inc. requested another 
continuance that was granted by the board’s vote. The 
case will be heard on Monday, July 19, at 7:15 pm. Briggs

The board’s effort to renew its list of peer- 
review engineers was met with three responses that 
will be reviewed by members and discussed when the 
board meets on July 19.

new stormwater calculations to ensure no increase in 
runoff to the wetlands or abutting properties.

that an NOI be filed for the work requested.

After presentations 
of both, the commission was satisfied that all wetland- 
related issues had been thoroughly addressed. A negative 
determination of applicability was rendered for 0 Walnut 
Plain Road, and an order of conditions issued for 223 
Burgess Avenue. 

Continued until July 20 was an NOI filed by 
Bendrix Bailey for property located at 0 Gerrish Road, as 
well as an NOI filed by Snipatuit Road Solar, LLC. 

Sent back to the drawing board for more details 
was Spencer Lynd of Prime Engineering for a ground- 
mounted solar array planned for 268 Mattapoisett Road. 
The commission was not satisfied with the lack of wetland 
boundary details, lack of panel locations, especially 
footings, or the absence of tree clearing notations for the 
Certificate of Compliance being requested. The public 
hearing was continued until July 20.

Pests Prompt Possible Dumpster Regs in Marion 
Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health on July 6 considered 
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adding some dumpster regulations to the town’s 

Health Code to combat an increasing issue with pests, 
particularly raccoons, causing problems at the dumpsters 
of area establishments. 

Health Agent Anna Wimmer told the board 
that she and Public Health Nurse Lori Desmarais 
researched the regulations held by other Massachusetts 
municipalities in light of several complaints of raccoons 
and other pests invading dumpsters seemingly in search 
of food. 

Dumpster regulations, which Marion does not 
currently have, would help ensure that businesses, 
particularly those involving food, keep their dumpsters 
tightly closed and have them emptied in a timely manner, 
Wimmer said. In Mashpee, for example, Wimmer said 
there are separate hauling regulations aimed at hauling 
companies requiring them to “keep up their end of the 
bargain” and oversee a regular schedule of dumpster 
emptying. 

According to Wimmer, many of the complaints 
in Marion are related to one housing facility, and that 
facility’s housing association is not at fault for the 
ongoing problem with the dumpster, she said. 

Potential dumpster regulations in Marion could 
address the need for tight-fitting lids and covers, which 
must remain closed when not immediately in use, and 
routine schedules of dumpster emptying and cleaning. 
The primary issue is cleanliness, said Wimmer, “to make 
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sure that they’re not attracting any pests.” 

Also during the meeting, the board held its 
public hearing to adopt regulations titled “Guidance for 
Body Art Establishments.” The adopted draft appeared 
“pretty reasonable” to BOH member Dr. John Howard, 
and BOH member Dot Brown commented that Wimmer’s 
suggestion to have the new regs take effect later in August 
or September was also reasonable, given that the ones 
seeking to open a microblading and permanent make- 
up business in Marion will not be ready to apply for the 
appropriate licenses with the town until late summer or 
early fall. 

Wimmer said she would soon be out of the office 
on maternity leave, so the one who will replace her in 
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the interim would likely be the one to perform the newly 
established inspections for the applicants to receive their 
licenses to operate. 

The board adopted the associated fees for such 
establishments after Wimmer and Desmarais researched 
the licensing fees of surrounding towns. The town will 
charge $150 for a license (area towns charge a range of 
$100-$200), and practitioner and apprentice license fees 
will be $75 and $50, respectively, both within the average 
range of other towns. 

In other matters, Desmarais gave a COVID-19 
report, announcing that there have been zero new cases in 
June and zero during this first week of July. Marion saw 
a total of 425 cases of the coronavirus since the pandemic 
began. 

On the mosquito front, the Department of Public 
Health began testing mosquitos for West Nile Virus and 
found its first positive sample in Medford in Middlesex 
County. 

There are two confirmed cases of the tick-borne 
disease babesiosis, five cases of anaplasmosis, and seven 
Lyme disease cases in Marion, emphasizing the need for 
residents to remain vigilant and take measures to protect 
themselves from tick bites. 

Raccoon sighting calls have decreased to zero 
over the past three weeks, according to Desmarais, who 
has been in contact with Marion’s animal control officer. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
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will be scheduled at the end of the summer. 


Slow Progress on MOSAC Projects 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

In the July 1 meeting of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission at the Police Station, Chair John 
Rockwell characterized progress on various projects as 
“slow,” but said, “The wheels are turning.” 

MOSAC is involved in several areas around 
Marion, and the nature of that involvement seems to 
change with every location. 

In his Point Road Path Update, Rockwell said 
he and member Amanda Chace recently visited the site 
that was originally staked out to mark a proposed route 
between Joanne Drive and Jenna Drive that has since been 
altered. 

The alterations are meant to reduce the number 
of trees needing removing that, with a crane and a tree 
removal service, would cost MOSAC approximately 
$2,000 per tree. 

“We decided to look again,” said Rockwell, noting 
that of the 60 stakes placed every 50 feet, the 11th through 
the 19th stakes were rerouted to avoid taking some of the 
trees in the way of the original path. “We figured on five 
trees that would be over 24 inches (in diameter), and it 
might be more than that.” 

Before doing any fiscal work, Rockwell said 
MOSAC has to have at least half of the tree clearing 
completed. 

The Point Road Path can be divided into two 
sections — one between Creek Road and Joanne Drive, 
and the other between Joanne Drive and Jenna Drive. 

The section between Joanne Drive and Jenna Drive is 
mostly on property controlled by MOSAC or in the 
town’s layout of Point Road (not needing permissions). 
The project portion from Joanne Drive to Creek Road 
includes approximately half in the road layout and half 
encroaching on an easement involving seven property 
owners and the original developer for a bike path. 

The project also requires a permit from the town’s 
Conservation Commission. Rockwell had applied to the 
ConCom, but said the Select Board got involved and, after 
fact finding, made it a DPW matter. 

Rockwell said the town-hired engineer deemed 
the project appropriate for a Notice of Intent filing with 
the ConCom. Further DPW questions about load bearing 
and specifications prompted Rockwell to consult with 
former MOSAC member Jeffrey Oakes so he can redraw 
the plans. 

Calling the gravel and processed stone area “a 
glorified driveway,” Rockwell said that a Planning Board 
subcommittee estimated $80,000 in engineering and 
permitting costs. “We didn’t have it in our budget because 
we thought we could do it,” he said, noting that the 
number is about right. “It’s not an insurmountable thing, 
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it’s just a time thing.”

Crisafulli’s 19 years in public school 
administration saw him serve from 2009 to 2018 as 
principal at Whately Elementary School, a public school 
that enrolled 116 students in 2020-21 in the western 
Massachusetts town. Crisafulli had been assistant 
principal of Deerfield Elementary School and director of 
the transitional education program at Frontier Regional 
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High School in South Deerfield. 

Crisafulli has 10 years of experience in 
community mental health and social services, including 
several positions with the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children in Holyoke. He sits 
on the Board of Directors of the nonprofit Treehouse 
Foundation (foster care), and volunteers with the Friends 
of Children organization as a mentor for young people 
aging out of the foster-care system. 

In a separate press release thanking various 
stakeholders across the Tri-Town, Nelson lauded faculty, 
staff, and administration for their adjustments and 
contributions to the 2020-21 academic year that began 
with a vast majority of students attending school on 
a part-time basis, splitting that time with learning via 
remote access. 

Late in the winter, when the state Department 
of Elementary and Secondary Education began green- 
lighting a return to full-time, in-person learning, ORR 
District schools first brought back K-2 students, followed 
by Grades 3-6 and eventually Grades 6-12. A small 
number of students opted to join the full-remote minority 
rather than pivot to full in-person, and the hybrid model 
was discontinued. 

The pivot to full-time, in-person learning 
required careful planning in each of the school buildings, 
and wherever possible, district schools maintained a 
6-foot social distance, even after the state adjusted the 
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guideline to 3 feet. Nelson thanked building, food service, 
technology, custodial, maintenance, and transportation 
staff and town health officials for providing a safe return 
for students and faculty. 

“Our nurses and physicians across the district 
continually monitored health guidance and created and 
adjusted our health protocols and precautionary measures 
as needed,” said Nelson. “Our partners across the tri- 
towns are always valuable advocates for the district, and 
we were especially grateful for their advice and assistance 
this year. They helped us to make decisions and overcome 
challenges as we planned for the known and unknown; 
and, as always, they were wonderful supporters of our 
schools. 

“Our students demonstrated incredible 
perseverance and resilience and made the best of various 
learning models and events that needed to be held in 
non-traditional ways. Of course, our students would not 
be as successful as they are each year without the support 
of their parents and families. We wish our entire school 
community a safe, healthy, and enjoyable summer.” 

The ORR Joint School Committee /

mid-cycle review. The Wanderer will report on that 
meeting in the July edition.

Mattapoisett Awarded Grant Money for Safety 


Signals 

Mattapoisett was awarded $450,000 as part of the 
MassDOT STRAP (Small Town Road Assistance Program) 
for anew emergency-vehicle traffic signal along County 
Road (Route 6) adjacent to the new Mattapoisett Fire 
Station currently being constructed. The traffic signal is 
a critical piece of the infrastructure necessary to allow 
for safe and efficient access to Route 6 while improving 
emergency response. 

“This grant money will provide the much-needed 
traffic signal to allow our emergency responders safe 
entrance and exit from the station, as well as alerting 
motorists travelling on that stretch of roadway that 
emergency apparatus are exiting the fire station”, said 
Rep. Bill Straus (D-Mattapoisett). 

Town voters approved a new fire station at the 
2018 Town Meeting, and the new fire station will be 
adjacent to the Mattapoisett Police Station. Construction 
began on the new facility in June of 2020 and the expected 
completion is slated for end of Summer 2021. 

The road and traffic signal work associated with 
the new Mattapoisett station on Route 6 is also slated for 
state transportation funding as a result of a legislative 
earmark included by Rep. Straus in the 2020 statewide 
Transportation Bond Bill.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

The Woodside Cemetery on County Road abuts 
the East Rochester Church and Museum, so it would be 
easy to assume that it is the church’s 
property. However, the cemetery, 
which belongs to the town, was here 
before the church was erected. The 
oldest known burial date is 1828 and 
the church was built in 1857. The land 
for the church was purchased from 
Ben Morton and Mary Swift, who are 
both buried here at Woodside. One of 
the men who worked on the building, 
David Morse (1827-18930), is also 
interred here. 

This cemetery has also been known as the 
Pierceville or Briggs Lane Cemetery. There are about 180 
recorded burials, though only 150 tombstones. Most of

the burials occurred between 1830 and 
1890. The most recent burial was in 
1997. As with most old New England 
cemeteries, many of the stones are 
damaged and hard to read. There 

are several veterans buried here with 
flags marking their graves. Most 
fought in the Civil War, but other wars 
are included. One, John Galt, fought 
in the War of 1812, and another, John 
Galt, was in the Grand Army of the 


Republic.

1900s burials include, among others, Frederick 
Soule, a seaman of the US Navy who died in 1929, and 
David Dewey Cairns , a private in the Marines during 
WWI, who died in 1967 at the age of 71. The oldest 
gravestone is in the far back corner, almost outside 
today’s boundaries. It belongs to Revolutionary War 
veteran Benjamin Gurney, who was born on July 4th in 
1743 when the date held no particular significance. He 
died on July 4, 1828, a national holiday.

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Summer of Soul. A documentary directed by Ahmir 
“Questlove” Thompson. Running time: 117 minutes.

If you’ve been on the fence, for whatever 


reason, about catching Ahmir “Questlove” Thompson’s 


Summer of Soul, I urge you to fall on the side of 

seeing it. It’s a guaranteed mood-lifter. Questlove’s 
achievement here goes far beyond what some might 
take to be “just a concert film.” The bulk of the film, 
under the direction of Hal Tulchin, is footage of the 
Harlem Culture Festival in 1969. The performers 
included Stevie Wonder, Sly and the Family Stone, 
Gladys Knight and the Pips, The 5th Dimension, Nina 
Simone, and Mahalia Jackson and Mavis Staples in a 
duet that generates more power than you'll find in any 
Marvel movie. 

The Harlem Culture Festival ran for six 
weekends in the summer of 1969, and Hal Tulchin 
shot it all. Then, despite Tulchin’s best efforts to sell 
it around as “the Black Woodstock,” the footage sat 
unseen on tapes in his basement for the next few 
decades. Questlove and his team unearthed it and 
whittled it down to two hours, with some interview 
space given to people who were there, either in the 
dense crowd or onstage. There isn’t a dud in any of 
the performances Questlove selected, and many of 
them do double duty as great music and as great 
human moments. You can see that all the artists know 
they’re a part of something major. “We were so happy 
to be there,” says a visibly moved Marilyn McCoo as 
she watches herself and the 5th Dimension finish a 
number. 

It becomes an almost humorous motif: again 
and again we hear performers and audience members 
say they’d never seen that many Black people in one 
place before. You do see the occasional white face in 
the crowd (or, surprisingly, on stage; one man who 
caught the show talks about his bemusement that 
Sly Stone had a white drummer), but largely it was a 
Black event. Some of the performers made gestures 
towards brotherly love between the races, but there is 
an overriding concern, informed by the urgency of the 
day, that Black people must be allowed equity before

any smiley talk about equality. These were not quiet 
times, and the Festival was in some respects an oasis 
but also an opportunity to reflect on the power, pain, 
and pleasures of the Black soul. (I’d say the use of that 
word in the title has at least two meanings.) Songs 
were sung as much in anger and longing as in joy and 
togetherness. 

Questlove’s main accomplishment is to thread 
the joy alongside whatever anguish it came out of. 
The energy of the music is profound and rich — the 
performers, especially the gospel singers, seem to tap 
into something direct, elemental, occasionally almost 
frightening in its force. I don’t know anyone still 
vertical who wouldn’t be wiped out by Nina Simone’s 
set, or a rare taste of Stevie Wonder on drums, or the 
moment when Mavis Staples, having scorched the air 
with her voice, hands the mic to the ailing Mahalia 
Jackson, a dragon awakened, who reaches inside 
herself and pulls out something annihilating yet 
restorative. And this almost never saw the light of day. 

What we take with us, perhaps even more 
than the warming memory of the music, is the vibe 
passed back and forth between artists and audience. 
That exchange of spirit is common in concert films, 
whether the exchange is cool (Jazz on a Summer’s Day) 
or toxic (Gimme Shelter). Here, the give-and-take is 
a bit more complex. Some of the faces in the crowd 
are wary, Closed off; some are wide open, embracing 
the experience. None of the music is insular or wise- 
ass (they had comedy bits for that — Moms Mabley 
and Willie Tyler turn up briefly); it’s all transportive, 
reaching out to community and to life. If you were in 
that crowd, you would have had to work at it not to 
be won over. Questlove has a light touch, alternating 
historical gloom with aesthetic elation. This is a 
beautiful work of restoration and tribute.

The Speaker Series of the Sippican Historical 
Society presents Maxwell King on Thursday, July 8, at 
7:00 pm via Zoom, presenting: “The Good Neighbor: The 
life and work of Fred Rogers — A focus on the qualities 
that made Mister Rogers successful as an educator and a 
trusted exemplar of society’s best values.” 

Maxwell King’s career has spanned more than 
five decades and has included time as an editor and writer 
for newspapers and magazines, leadership of two of the 
important institutions in the American philanthropic 
community, and service on numerous civic boards and 
committees. He served almost eight years as the editor 
of The Philadelphia Inquirer in the 1990s, nine years as the 
president of The Heinz Endowments, and six years on the 
board of the national Council on Foundations, including 
two years as chair. In addition, he served five years as 
president of The Pittsburgh Foundation and is the author 
of New York Times bestseller, “The Good Neighbor, the 
Life and Work of Fred Rogers.” 

King retired as president of The Heinz 
Endowments in Pittsburgh in 2008, and then spent two 
years as director of the Fred Rogers Center for Early 
Learning and Children’s Media at Saint Vincent College 
in Latrobe, Pennsylvania. The Fred Rogers Center 
was established after Mister Rogers’ death to serve as 
a national and international resource for addressing 
emerging issues affecting children and families. 

King received his Bachelor of Arts degree cum 
laude from Harvard University in 1967 and attended 
the Stanford Executive Program at Stanford University’s 
Graduate School of Business. He has published nearly 
two dozen poems in various literary periodicals and 
has had a small book of poetry, “Crossing Laurel Run,” 
published by Autumn House Press in Pittsburgh. He and 
his wife, Margaret Ann, live in Vermont and on Nantucket 
Island.
